Sir Charles -Tupper, in risitig to 
move till! House into coiiiiiiitteo on tlir 
resolutions |)fo\iiriiii,' for tiie cunstriu' 
tioii of a niiKvuy on Vuncouvt^r i.sl iiid 
between Ivsijiiiinait ami .Niiniiiiiin, ami 
for, oilier purjio.se.s, hiud :--.\.stlie 
puWic-has lietMi made so fumiliar with 
this quofition, through the prc-s ami 
throuyli the docuuKUits which liiivt? 
been laid on tlio table of the House, ii 
will not bo iieeosHary to oceupy your 
time, Mr. Speaker, for any lengthy 
period with tlu! propo.'^ul.s which J aub- 
mit. ft ia well known that the termB 
of union under which Firitish Columbia 
entered the Confederation required 
that a railway .should be coiiipletijcl 
within ten years to the coast of that 
province. It i.s also v.(!ll known that 
although due diligence was usotl by the 
QovOTnment in proiecutiug tbe isurveya 
itrwais.inipossible to complete the rail- 
way'within the time mentioned under 
the terms of union. Tlu' surveys were, 
however, pushed foi wai-il, and n lriri;e 
amount of money was spent in survey- 
ing a very dillicult country, and it was 
finally decided that a praoticablo route 
could be had by way of Biit.^ Inlet. In 
1873 an order-in-C'ouneil was passed 
making Esqninial on X'^ancouvHr island 
the terminus of tile railway. 'I'lie e.t- 
pectat ions of the people of \'ancouvcr 
island at the prospect of having their 

' harl our made the terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific were very satisfac- 
tory, Snbsoquont surveys though 
])roved that a belter route could be 
found than that by way of iiuto Inlet. 
In the mcHnliine tbe peoi)le became e.\- 
ceedingly restive aiul dissatislied, by 
reason of the fact that the rapid pro- 
gress in the construction of the road, 
which they were led to expect, wus 
not being made. The result was 
that a reference was matle to the 
Colonial Slinister, Lord Carnarvon, 
and after a grpat deal of negotiation it 
was finally dociilcd to adopt the recom- 
mendation of Lord Carnarvon for tho 
solution of the question. This reconi 
mendation, which was subsequenily 
adopted by the Government of Canada, 
required not only the cnnstruciion of 
the railway froui Naiiaimo to Esqui- 
malt, but the innnediati! construction 
of that lime. I will not de ain the 
House with any lengthened reference 
to those terms, because it is known 
that, when tho Government subniitied 
to Parliament a moa=iure assiiitiug to 

•them, it was defeated, not by this 
branch but by tho otl](>r branch of the 
Legislature. Subsequently the Govern- 
ment," in order to meet the diBiculty 
which had thus been encountered, pro 
posed to the British Columbia Govern- 
ment, in consequence of the inevitable- 
delays wliieli had taken pl.aee, and 
which had been held to be extremely 
injurious to Vancouver Island, to make 
a. grant of $750,000 to the province, 
as compensation. An order-in-Council 
was passed to the ettict, but tlie jiro 
posal was not accepted by the Iliitish 
Columbia Government. After iliat tin- 
Bute inlet, route was abandom il in 
favour of 'lie I'urrurd inlet route, and 
the order in-GouiK-il locating the tf?r- 

.minus at Esquiinalt was cancelled. 
When the change of Uovernnient took 
place here the previous order.s-in Coun 
cil were cancelled, and the nubjeia of 
the route was tliiijwn i)|itMi ai;uin, in 
order that there might be a further ox 
aminatioii as to whether any bctiei- liiK! 
could be adopted. As will be r(;njcniber- 
ed, the Government investigated the 
question, and finally came to tho 

-conclusion that our predc^cessors 
had adopted a wise course in lo 

'eating tho terminus at Burradr inlet, 
and in liS79 the most didieult portion 
of the line to Bute inlet was put under 
contract, notwithstanding that the 

■pritish Columbia Government wes not 

' satisfied with what was being done, and 
}/lr. DoCosmos was sent by theGovorn- 
jncnt to agitate the (piestion as to the 
great injury inflicted ujion the provineti 
by tho (lelay which had taken place in 
carrying out tlie terms of union. Tho 
Legislature of British Colurabiii, 1 may 
also state' cancelled the land grant, 
which had been voted under the Car- 
narvon terms, consisting of twenty 
miles on each side of a lirio from Esqui- 
malt to [Nanaimo, in aid of the con- 
struction of that line. Having done that 
they incorporated a private company to 
construct the line, and made an ap- 
propriation of land for that purpose. 
They believed that they would be able 
with these lamls to secure the construe 
tion of the line, but that belief turned 
out to be unfounded, and the ellorts in 

.that direction failed. Difficulties also 
presented tbemselvea regarding the 



land grant ap|)ro])riat.cd under the tonus 
of union for the construction of -- the 
conutruotion of tbe Canadian Pacific 
raihviiy. Tlio Legialiiture had mado a 
grant of laiui for a road o.xtondiiig from 
Toto ,huuie CVicIn; duivn the Fraaor tu 
Mute I nlut, and the cpiostion was wlietlier 
this G.'verniuont »vaa .eiititleil, t'ui- the 
viliaiii^'e of IdLMtion, to got other luml tliau 
that which was nppniprialod. Other 
diftionlties itrosu in coiineotiou with that 
twunty mile bolt, to which the Doininion 
governniont was entitled, on each aide of 
tho lovol for the conatructioH of Ihe Can- 
ftdian I'ucitic railway. \ coiiaiderablo 
portion of tha land within that belt, 800, - 
ooo ttcrua, had boon already iqipropriatod 
for other purposea, and tho uuoation wa.s 
in what anago the lands should bo takuu. 
Hesiilo.i, some of tho land on tho Fraaor 
u:iH nut altiigutlicr suited for cnltivntion. 
Tiu'-ic <|iicsti(iii.s were nwdt! Hubji-ets (it 
di.scu.-isKJii between Air. 'I'nilcli '<t\ the 
part el' tho Ueniinion ( i.iVormiuMit , .uid 
tho Hritish Culumbia (lovoriunent on b<' 
half of that province. Finally tho Urit 
ish Columbia Qovernnieiit made, in 1883, 
a proposal to the Oovorninont of Canada 
for tlie siibitien of tho inioBtinii. 'Pile re- 
.sult iif that proposal was that a new .-Vet 
wa.s passed again, apiir ipriatine a certain 
i|iiantity of land m re,-'|n'i.'t nf tlie hiuldin!,' 
i)f (he CJaiiadii I'ai'.ilic r.dlway, leit llu! 
twonty tnilo boll on each .side of the liiio, 
but other hiiida which will ho described a 
little Intor on. It was alao prounsed to 
appi(i[.nate l,'.ll)().0()0 aoroa of land de» 
crdied in uiele.s and biiniulH aliiOL' the 
coast, in tho iioighborhood of I'^-itiuinialt 
and Nanaimo, and above Nauaiin >. up in 
tho regioa of Comox. My right lion, 
friund the Pfoiuier, and myself, to whom 
that despatch of the Governniont of liait- 
ish Columbia was referred, repurted a 
scheme I am happy to aay i.s practically 
that adopted aiui enibcdied in tbe re.selii 
tiuns before the lioiise. L may here ju.st 
reniiiul the IbiiiBe that ori_L,'inally wo had 
afireed to pay tho intoreat on, 1 think, 
§250,000, tu be used in the conatniction 
uf the graving dock at Eiquiinalt. Now, 
as it ia found impoasiblo to go on svith 
tho construction of the w.iik imder 
that arrant;eiiient , wo pui'p ,.se .ni .ipprop 
riatioii of J^'jrjO.OOl) to \Mialile u.s to take 
jver tho work, and with the oeiurilmtuni 
of l'r)0,()t)tlfrom tho Imperial authorities, to 
coniplotu li. It ia propoaed too in those 
rcs!)b.rti(M:3 to grant the province the 'aum 
of §71)0,1100 iDWiirds the construction of 
tbe railway fr m X.inaiiiio. Tlu; Dumiii- 
ion, uiitlor thi-i arrauu'eineiit, in to riiceivo 
from tlie province o, r)IJl),Ot)l) acres of laud 
lyim; in tho I'oaee river diatriot, al the 
east side of tho Kocky niounlkiiis. 'I'lint 
in aubatanca ia. tho" proposal now subnitt- 
tod for the approval of Parliament. I 
may any that as wo were not able by tele- 
graph to arrange tho logislation, my col- 
league, the Miniator of .luatice, was do- 
piitod to go to British Columbia to enter 
into nofjotiationa with llio province, the 
arraiigement to bo aubject to the apiini- 
val of tho Legislature of British Columbia 
and that of I'arliamotil. Tho arrange- 
inont was made, and the Miniator of ilus- 
tico was enabled to arrange with a eom- 
pany, ctJinposed of mie of tho moat suh- 
ataiitial and able ca[^italiril3 in Vancouver 
Island, Mr. Duii.simiir, and some other 
capitatiatK in the city of San Fraucisco, to 
go on with tho work. Tho contract was 
arranged, and a de out of .§250,000 waa 
m ido for the purpoae of socurmK its 
prompt exocution. Under thi;so citcum- 
atancea the Logi.slaturo has passed an Act 
provKiing fertile carrying out of tho con- 
tract with the Dominion, for tho various 
pur]j<'se.s to which I have no doubt it will 
readily do, we shall have settled at oiico 
and fcr ever a question wdiich has long 
agitated one of the [provinces; that we 
shall liavo provided for the graving dock 
at ft vory slight additional cnat to thoC/ov- 
ornmotit, and that wo shall have acquired 
u vury fertile tract uf land, lying to tho 
east of the Rocky mountams, which can 
be adniinisterod and settled in conjunc- 
tion wiili our own prairie country more 
elfectively . 1 believe, from this sido of 
tho mountains than from the other sido. 
1 am sure tho reHolutiona will commend 
themsolvoa to this liouso. Wo all recog- 
nize tho groat importance of constructing 
a railway betwoon Nanaimo and Kaqui- 
malt. It ia well known that although it 
may run tlirough a somewhat rocky and 
jireeipitoua and to a ciMisideralde extent 
barren country, there aro coal mines con- 
tained within the area. I liavo been told 
by sumo of our friends who objoctod to 
the torina that they do ao because under 
tiiem these lands are to bo handed over to 
the company, to develnp these mine.s; but 
It must not Ijc foignttcri that llie.se coal 
area.s have 1 liii for a long tune in a cniii 
parativcly undeveloped state, and with 
tho u.vcoptioii of the work on Mr. Uuiis- 
muir's mino vory little has been done in 
the way of mining there. I h ive been 
told by the able Premier of British Col- 
umbia, who i.s now here, 
that ho lias made applioitioii 
for largo areas of coal lands outside of 
tbe lands covered by these resolutions. 
Under the circumstances, of the pro- 
posals meet all the poK.sible grounds of 
complaint, if by tho expenditure of a 
small amount of money we can secure 
tho carrying of tin; Canadian Pacitie 
railway to the huriiotir of Esquiinalt; 
if we can secure the promjit and sm - 
ct'ssful doveloj^nient of the great coal 
mining industry of that country; if wo 
can secure the completion of tho grra'- 
ing dock at I'lsquimalt: if all this can 
1)(! accomplished, then I tun sure tlin 
arrangement will commend itsidf fav- 
ourably to both the Houses and llio 
country. I do not bidieve it i.s possiolo 
to ovor-eatimato the enormous advan- 
tages to Canada, to say nothing of 
British Columbia, of the rapid coiifjtrur 
tion of the Canadian Pacific railway to 
Buriard Inlet, and its extension from 
Nanaimo down to I'squi malt. We all 
know loo, that Brili.sh (Jolumbia, 
though of a somewhat mountainous 
chanictor — 1 will not say it's a sea of 
mountains— ("hear, hear," and laugh- 
to) — contains a vast amount of land of 
a rich and fertile' description. We all 
know that the ]iroviiiee is possessed of 
inlieriteil wealth in the; miiier.ds of the 
count rv of incalculable importance. 
We all know that it iio.ssesses a delici- 
ous climate — but a delicious, and I 



I might say an incomparable climate. In 
j fact, tho province has such attractions 
' that if only the means of ' easy access 
to it aro provided, hun'dreds'ahd thou- 
I sands of people will at an early dato 
. find homes there. It.s rivers teem with 
fish; its forests abound with lumber. 
( All that is necessary to open up that 
great country and to give the entire 
I Dominion tho benefit of its dfivelo[) 
: meats is to give the facilities it now 
I asks, r have no hesitation, therefore, 
' in commending these resolutions to 
' tho acceptance of the House, as settling 
all the ve\'(«l questions that have arisiui 
' between British (.'ojiiinbia and this 
Dominion, and is provided by a com 
' paratively small e.xpenditnre of public 
' money for the <ievolopment of liiat 
most im))ortant section of the hoiiiinion 
wliieli eould not be developed in any 
other way. (Applause.) 

Mr. Homer regretted that he eould not 
siqiport tho motion. It aeonu'd to him 
that liritish (Jolumbi.-t was giving away 
'-'U, 000,000 worth of lands, timber, and 
oiiftl mines fur the construction of a lino 
7(' miles in length. Ele was awaro that 
till) Britisli Uolunibia Legislature had ap- 
[jroved of the agreement, but neverthe- 
less Ifit it was his doty to oppose it. He 
condemiiod tho locution of the graving 

■ dtick at liscpiimalt, where it could be de 
alroyed with ouac by an onomy's ship, and 
said It should have been built at tiurrurd 
Inlet, where it would bo sufo in time of 
war. Uo quoted tho npinion of Major 
tieneral Laurie, tliat E.s()Uimalt couhl not 
bo defended from hostilo oporaliona. For 
the building of tho Nanaimo and Eaqui- 
malt Railway 450 square miles of coal 
lands wore to bo given. Theao lands had 
been within the grasp of monopoly for 
years, aiiti now after a long struggle the 
people had managed to free thorn. \N'hy 
tlien, should tho Dominion (jovernnuuit 
give ita assiatanee to liaiidiiig them over 
to n now band uf monopolista? And who 
wore those moui Some few were IJritiah 
Columbians, but the principal men in the 
ring and those who had tho greatest in- 
teiost wore the same tis thoso who con- 
trolled the Southern Pacilic, Central I'a- 
cilie, and tho To.vaa Pacilic, and it would 
not surprise anybody to learn they had 
secured also the Northern Pacific. If 
thoy did, then there would remain only 
tho Canadian Pacific for thorn to capture 
in ordor to have an abaoluto monopoly uf 
linos reaching, to the Pacific coast, lie 
trusted the Governniont would not press 
tho rosoluticuis, but would accept the 
amondment which he moved. This anicnd- 

I ment propoaod that the aettleinent of tho 
mutter be postponed, and meantimo a 
couimiasion bo appointed to ascertain 

I mora deBnitoly tho value of tho coal, iron, 
and lumber within tho railway reserve, 
and abso a royal commission to ascertain 
and report to the fiovernmciit tho best 
location for tho graving dock. 

I Mr. Cordon, seconding the resolution, 

' e.^prcsaed rogrot that Sir Charles Tuppor 
hud spoken of there having been no at- 
tempt to open up these lands, wdieii he 
iiuirti have known that the Dominion Ouv- 
eriimimt itaolf had kept those lands look- 
ed up. He read tho terms of tho con- 
tnict to show that all minerals within the 

j limits of the land ^rant were given to the 
company. According to the calculation 
of Air. Richardson, of tho Dominion (ieo- 
logical Survey, there was in those coal 
limits no less than 0, -100,000,000 tons of 
coal. Supposing only one- tenihof that 
estimate was correct, that would of itself 

I bo an enorinoua pnco for this railway. 

■ Ho road from San Francisco papers to 
show that by controlling the Island Rail- 

■ way tho Soutlieni I'acific managers hoped 
! to be ubio to dictate torma to the Canad- 
I ian I'acific. It waa aaid by the Minister 

of Railways that there would be another 
' company to compete w ith tlio one no ,v uii- 
1 dor discussion. But those who knew the 
I Pacific coast know that these men, by tlu; 
control thoy had in' San Francisco, could 
pusli any other compuoy to the wall. 
' Tliis proposition maant that every fireside 
in British Columbia was to bo placed at 
tho mercy of those men, that thoy were 
I to ha able to control tho coinmorco of 
British C(dumbia, and to a large extent 
tbe commerce of the Dominion. Ho op- 
posed this proposition in the name of his 
c<itiHtitueiits, tho people of Vancouver Is- 
land. 

I Mr. Shakespeare said liiai if the mover 
I of tho amendment had lived on tho maiii- 
] land instead of "ii the island, ho would 
' not have bouu m favor of Burrard I nlot 
as the i)lace for tho gr.iving dock, as 
against E.si|uimalt. Tho trouble hereto- 
fnrc with all British Columbia '|U03lions 
I before the Houao was that the antagonism 
between tho island and mainland interests 
became prominent, to the sacrifice uf the 
interests of tho province. He supported 
the romdution bocairso he believed Mial 
witlioul tbe aiii)licalion of capital and en- 
tururiso by outside pai'ties the siiecd^' 
duvelojuiient of British Coliimljia re 
Si.urees would not be Hooured. lie did not 
share m tbe objection to the contract for 
tlie Island railway having been given to 
ail American ounpany. This cmnpaiiy 
was a wealthy and powerful corporation, 
and the area of dial lands which it was 
.l)roposed to give them, under tho contract, 
was small compared with tho available 
cold deposits of the province. By bring- 
ing in this foreign capital a means would 
I be alFordod of developing the mineral and 
othor^ roaourooa of the province to an ex- 
tent which could not be otherwise attain- 
ed ill any other way. He belie\(!d that 
' iiiiio-tentlis of tho people in British Co- 
; hnubia were in favor of the rf aolulioiis, 
and as a re|)resentati VO of the people he 
' would sucpurl the scheme. 
' Mr. Hesson read a telegram he had ro 
ceivod from a prominent resident in 
Britisli Columbia, asking him to support 
ihe Sottloiiiont Bill, and stating that a 
■ vory litrgo proportion of the pooplu wore 
in favor of it. 

Mr. Blake said it wcnild bo unfortunate 
' except on the clearest evidence to poat- 
pouo indofiiiitoly for provincial reasona a 
' sottloiiiont which tho people of Britiali 
Columiiia anpoared to think satsifactory. 
He bad always taken tho view that in dis- 
putes between the province and tho Do- 
I minion propor the o.xponentB:'ef-..tho case 
of tho province must be tho provincial au- 
thorities iheuiaolvQS. Monibera of thia 
parliament, though coining from dill'ereiit 
I provinces, were sent to consider tho inter- 
' oata of the Dominion as a whole. ;Aa to 



the position of the Dominion in this mat- 
ter, and the effect this would have upon 
tho linaiieoa of tho country, they wore nut 
in a position to speak undestaiidingly. Ho 
had inovod early in the session for papers 
relating to this matter, which were prom- 
iaod very graciously as hon. gentlemen 
opposite wore wout to promise, but which 
had never come down. Tho last speaker 
had said that Purl Moody could not be tho 
tenninua of tho road. Tho great reason 
given why tho country should aaaume tho 
enormous obligations it has assumed this 
year wiia that it waa necessary to oiiablo 
the Canadian road to compote for traiiG- 
continontal trade at tho earliest possible 
niomeut. It would not do in view of theao 
facts to havethe Island railway in hostile 
b.iiids. If the toriniiiiis of tho whole C. P. 
system mia to bo at tlio end of Iho Island 
railway it was manifoat that it would be to 
tliii disadvantage of all Canada, Another 
(piostioii waa that of tho coal supply;wheii 
tlio miniator of justice (Sir A. CampboUj 
was m British Columbia negotiating tho 
agreement ho aoemod to aeo, and tho 1"- 
eal government also sei'ined to soo, that a 
ditliculty might arise in this connection. 
Therefore one part of tho agreoniont with 
the eonipany was that it should soil coal 
to the Canadian Pacific, or to the Domin- 
ion or local goveruniouta aa cheaply as to 
any .-Xiuerie.ui customer. But these men 
in selling to .-\murican Pacific lines or to 
steamship coiiip.-inies would be practically 
s.'liiiig 1(1 theiuselve.'i. Tlii'V eould put on 
any price they liked. It wa.s not oiiougli 
to decide aimiily that tlioru was coal in llio 
eoniilry. The ipieatioii of wliotlier it was 
really accos.nblo must also be considered. 
Ill the.c{U(^.of a commodity like coal, near- 
ly the whole coat of which was in getting 
it out, this arraiigemont did not afford 
sullicieiit protection. Ho read an extract 
from the San Francisco Chronicle to show 
that the inanagera of the iSouthorn Pacitie 
hoped hy securing these coal mines to 
inaku it uuprufitablo fr)r vessels to come 
to tho Pacific coast from Australia and 
Fnglaiid with coal, seeking cargoes of 
wheat. By this means they would aooiiro 
a monopoly at the same time of coal and 
wheat, carrying wheat eastward and ship- 
ping it by way of Now Orleans. There 
could be no objection to having thoao men 
take hold of tho scheme on tho ground 
that they woru Aiiiuricana, but there might 
be an olijection because of their iinnionao 
interests in rival concerns. Formerly hon. 
gentlemen opposite hail opposed having 
any .•\nierican capital in tho Canadian Pa- 
cilic, but that was all over. The atock was 
on the market, and tlie only complaint, 
was Americans did not take it up quickly 
oiiough. Ho hoped tho moil would not 
carry into the Dominion or provincial 
legislatures the methods of obtaining suc- 
coiia they uaod so largely in the congress 
of their own country. He oould not vote 
for the amondmont, but thought aomo of 
the suggestions made wero'^worthy of con- 
sideration. 

Sir Charles Tapper said that when he 
visited British Columbia threo years ago 
and had a conferenco with the goverii- 
nioiit of that day an area of land conaid 
orably larger than what was comprised in 
tho reaolutiona was then spokon of and 
agreed to be given towards tho conatruo- 
tioiiofthe Island railway. That govern- 
iiient had been defoated and tho present 
government, who wore then in opposition, 
had approved of the scheme by a largo 
majority of tho house, showing that vir- 
tually all p;irtii's in tho province wore in 
favor of it. With reforeiico to the coal 
supply, there was no doubt that there wore 
cry large and valuable deposits lying al- 
together outside of the lands that had boon 
givoii to tho company, and at present sev- 
eral large mines were in auccoaaful opera- 
tion. The fact that tho oontraotora for 
the Island lino were owners of the South- 
ern racilie railway, in the United States, 
waa, he thought, a guaraiiteo that tho line 
would lie built and the mines devolopod. 
Tbe contractors for this lino consumed 
monthly 83,000 tons of coal part of which 
they were at present obliged to bring a 
dug (listanco. Tho danger from contrao- 
t(jr8 ti.ving a high standard price for their 
;oal liy selling to tlionisolves would, he 
thouglit, bo regulated by compotitiou of 
the Australian and English coal, which 
could always be brought over to tho Pa- 
cific coast at a low rate of freight as bal- 
last. In reference to tbe graving dock, he 
thought that after an expenditure of 3187,- 
1)1)0 on the work al Esquimalt it would 
hardly be seriously urged that it should 
be removed to Burrard Inlet. It was os- 
timated that the whole work would cost 
•'?055,000. 01 this the Imperial govern 
mont contribute £50,000 sterling, leaving 
about :§422,000 as the cost of tho work 
to the Dominion. 

Mr. I.iaker ( \' iatoria) said fully niiie- 
tenths of the peo[)le were in favor of tho 
resolutions. Uo reviewed tho history of 
the negotiations in the past between the 
province and the Dominion on this aubject 
and oxpresaod tho view that tho bargain, 
while it might be coiiaidered as fairly ad- 
vantageous to tho provinco would bo a 
g.Miil one fur the Dominion. He favored 
llii! propiiij;!! and oiilj' regretted that the 
colli rart for the railway was not let by 
tender. 

Mr. Keid entertained the oj)inion that 
tb(^ government, if it did not propo.se to 
luiild the I'lsipiimalt and Nannimo lailway 
sbouhl have carried out tho original ar- 
rangement, which waa to pay the provinco 
§750,000 instead and alluw the people to 
Imild the road, if they had tluuiglit tit to 
do so. Had such a jiolicy been adopted 
the legislature instead of building the 
Ivsquimalt road would have devoted the 
inniiey to providing tho provinco with 
public works, which were much iioeded. 
Certainly the money would not have been 
employed for the purpose of looking up in 
the hands of a monopoly all tho best avail- 
able coal lands in tho province. x\s it was 
tho railway company bad to build less 
than seventy miles of railway, and for do- 
ing this it would get two million acres of 
coal and wood land and §750,000 in cash. 
This was a large bonus indeed and for giv- 
ing; it tho Dominion was to receive from 
the province 2,500,000 acres of tho best 
agricultural lands uf tho province, and 
this was what was called psying tho pro- 
vinco for tho delay in building tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. To Ilia iniiid it was 
the province, and not tbe Dominion, that 
wiia makhig tho payment, . 

The, amendment proposed by Mr. Hom- 
er waa lost. 

Mr. Roid then moved that in the opin- 
ion uf tho house tho government should 
hand over the $760,000 to British Qoluro- 



bia and leave tho government of the pro- 
vinco to deal with the (piestion uf the la- 
land railway. 

The aineiidinont waa lost. 

Tho resolutions passed through commit- 
tee^ and a ..bill . founded upon them was

THE PASSAGE OF THE SETTLE- 
MENT BILL. 

Events aro .somelhinj; like ;m o.xpri'ss 
tr.tiii; in tlioir lirst inception tlioy seem 
like mere specks, devoid of motimi m tlio 
long distance, and it appear.i almost iin- 
pnsaiblo th.'it thoy could over iippi-oacli us. 
Then thoy Idoiu on us griulually witli nioro 
distinctness until the sppck take.s 11 de- 
liiiite form, and We hear a fiiiut sound of 
the wheels; huL before we Imve woU con- 
aidervd tiieir chiinging aspects they are 
upon us with a roar, and soon again be- 
come specks in the distance of the p.ist. 
Thus it has been witli the welcome event 
which was announced by the telegraph of 
yesterday — the virtual passage of the 
Sottlumeiit Bill iii the senate by a vote of 
41 to 11). Wlien the present i<overnn)eut 
t<iok ullico and itnnouiiced as the basis of 
their policy u Hnal se;tlenient of the out - 
standing claims of tho province with the 
Dominion as the gi'eat nece.Hsity of t he li iur 
the idea wasaluiual Innkeii upon wiili de- 
rision. Had not the pnn ince been clam- 
orini{ for a settlement for years without 
any resullb except chagrin and di3a|)[)oiiit ■ 
ment ! Ilud not tho bad faith of the Do- 
minion Government made tho very 
wortl "8ottleinent"a byword? When the 
government at last announced the terms 
there was a jealou.s discussion of their 
tiietits both inside of tho local house iind 
out of it, and many thought, and not un- 
justly, even supposing they could be rati- 
fied, that after till the delay and injury 
the province had suffered from the Do- 
minion they were insufHcient. The op- 
position immediately set up a cry of "the 
give away policy." In spite of this the 
house passed the bill at the close of tho 
session, but people never believed it could 
be passed at Ottawa — and it didn't. The 
negotiations hud been conducted mainly 
by telegraph in cypher and there was a 
misunderstanding which it wa.s too lale to 
rectify, and the bill had to lie over for an 
other year. It was a great ilisappoiiitnient 
— it seemed almost a mockery of tho gov- 
ernment's attempt ut a new departure. 
The speck seemed as far off as over. The 
croakers sang sweetly in chorus, "ive 
told you so," and tlie"give away men" re- 
viled the government for not securing the 
passage of a bill wliich thoy said was tho 
ruin of the province. Everything was 
unsettled. Anotlier year weiit slowly by, 
the session came, and the amended bill 
was once more brought before the house, 
and the "give-away" men did their best. 
Tlio loader of t he oppOriition ridiculed tho 
Island liailway and the government's im- 
migration policy, and Houndorod about in 
tJiB dry dock mud till he became logically 
unpresentable and even his friends be- 
came ashamed of him. After a long dis- 
cussion, continued from d;iy to day, the 
house passed the bill onco more and the 
session closed. But people atill refused 
to believe tho bill could pass at Ottawa; 
it had to run tlio guuntlet of thecommuns, 
and then of the senate, and there it would 
he strangled. Everything depended on 
the passing of the bill us regarded busi- 
ness and the value of real estate, and 
there was groat runnmg with the hare 
litid holding with the hounds among those 
who affected opiiositidn to tlu; bill which, 
in March last, caine befDre the Doininiun 
house. RuinoiH, fnunded on the debate, 
became plentiful, anil one ingenious man 
at last sot forth that the bill was doomed 
because, through the piopoM il island rail 
way bill tlie coal Ijcll would virtually 
pass under the contrtd of fiueigners in- 
terested in tho (Jentral Pacific, which 
would be objected tu by the Canadian 
Pacific. There was one plausibility about 
this aod it had its weight, lint the com- 
mons paasi'd the settlement resolutions 
without a division, nutwithstanding iin 
amendment by Mr. Humor, backed by 
Mr. 0(jrdon of Nanaimo; and it went 
through its hrst, second and third read- 
ings at the same gait, in spite of a six 
months' hoist proposed by the Homeric 
mend)er. Both friends and foes were now 
compelled to admit that this impos.siblo 
bill had passed the house. They could 
scarcely believe it; but, they said, "Wait 
till it get.'i in tho senate. " Well, it went 
through its second reading in the-senate 
und passed without lui amendment by a 
vote of 40 to 16! The croakers and tho 
"give-away" men are dumfnunded; this 
dreadful bill seemed to be a pf)Htical 
species of trichina which had the power of 
wriggling through everything. Hitherto 
thoy have abused the government for not 
getting the bill passed, but now they fall 
comfortably back on tho ruin of their 
country and declare tho province has .seen 
its dnrkost day! Well, tho iuipo,s3iblo has 
come to pass; tho event uliicli at one 
sime seemed an immovable speck at a 
great distance has (lashiHt uiion us and be- 
come a thing of the [j.ist. Tho Set tlement 
Bill lias passed; the burden of tho dry 
dock has been lifted from our shoulders; 
the Island railwiiy will be built; the rail- 
way lands are thrown opon for aottlemont 
and the government's immigration policy 
will be carried out. Even the most des- 
pairing man must ncknowledge tho jiros- 
pects of ruin are pretty comfortable, far 
more so in fact, than if the drydock liad 
to be completed at the expense of tho 
province. But it is useless to argue. We 
liave now to deal with an accomplisliod 
fact, and it will depend on every man to 
make the best or the worst of it, even tho 



people whom it would bo impossible to 
satisfy with anything. The announce- 
ment of the passage of tho bill was ro- 
coivod in town yesterday with great satis- 
faction, and all doubt being at an end, 
business and enterprise will now have a 
sure basis and receive a continuous im- 
pulse. The premier and his administra- 
tion, after all their anxiety and labor in 
connection with the bill, in the face of ao 
many difficulties, are to be heartily con- 
gratulated, for if thoy have done nothing 
else they have broken up tho old spirit of 
doubt, swept away the old traditions, and 
shown the people of the province that ii 
prosperous present and future are pos- 
sible. 

THE CjSINESE*ltESOL UTIONS. 

If thei'representatives that Victoria iiont 
to Ottawa m days gone by had been but 
hiilf in earnest respecting tho Chiiioso 
ovil the honor would not have been re- 
served for Mr. Shakespeare of carrying 
through the cuinmuns resolutions con- 
demnatory of that class of iinmigralion. 
The efforts of the ex-missionttry in that di- 
rection were never whole heat ted. 1 low- 
could they be, when he is the largest 
holder of Chinese tenement property in 
Victoria and draws a princely income from 
renting it ( The (jresent roproseiita- 
tivoB have no ties of that description to 
influence their action, and even if thoy 
had they have too keen an appreciation of 
what is duo to their constituents to allow 
their personal interests to clash with thoir 
public duty. Mr. Shakespeare has bunt 
himself earnestly to the task from the lir.it 
and the result is that lio has accomplished 
more in two sessions than his predecesH(u- 
did in eleven years. Tlioro is no use in 
sending half-hearted men to Canada tu re- 
deem pledges. Victoria paid dearly to 
learn that; and is not likely ever to re- 
peat the folly.

(Cftnad.i I'reshyteriati) 

A short time ago u oonsidci-alilo eom- 
motioti occurred from the vi.sit to Hali 
fn.x, Nova Scotia, of u band of 'mis 
.sionera," whose teaching was of the 
rooBt pronounced High Churcli type. 
Dr. Burns, of Fort Massey PrsHbyterian 
Church, in a coui teotis and ("liristian 
.s|)irit, wa.s led into a di.scu.ssioii of the 
dogmas to wliieli the iniKsioiiiiries gave 
.special proininenec in their Icacliing, 
viz., AbHoliition antl L'onfe.ssioii. There 
is amongst High Church adbereiits an 
intense degree of SKlf-satisfied a.ssiimp 
tion, Tliey take many things for 
granted, and in so doing complacently 
HHsunie that they are right, and all 
who (liifor from tliein are ulmolutely in 
the wrong. They are .specially grijat 
in patri.stic literature. When drivtiii 
by stres.s of argument from one position 
to another, they seek shelter in the 
tangled retreat afTorded in the mazes 
of patristic tlipologv- Others have i^x- 
plored the.st? recesses beside tlieinselve.s, 
;iiid come to conclusicjns widely diver- 
gent from those reached by tlie latitutl 
inarians. Before the polemic contest 
ut Halifax was concluded, it became 
obvious that Dr. Burns was as well 
read in 'jjatriatic lore as the best of 
then), and that lie wa.s iin less skilh'd 
ill "the art of putting ihiiig.s." 

.\nd now from far away Urilish 
Columbia comes an echo of the parrot- 
cry of High Churchism. It is seeking a 
congenial home for itself beyond the 
Rocky A'lountainH. These new repre- 
.seiitatives of extra-superfiiie Anglican- 
ism are ti-yiiif,' hanl to convince tliiun- 
seives that t,l]ey are right, and all who 
refu.'^e assent to their arrogant asainnp- 
lionsare as heathen men and publie- 
ana. These ultramontane exponents of 
u'sthetic apostolicity control an organ, 
such as it is, which certainly has the 
merit of giving no uncertain sound as 
to|the tenets they hold. A few specimens 
from its pages will interest iioaa few of 
our readers. 

Some individual — pardon- -"priest," 
with an iUfounded suspicion that he is 
a [)rofound Oliurch iiistorian, an acute 
logician, and above all, a charitable 
Christian, in a series of article.s on 
"The Church — Wiiat is It," now ap 
pearing in the ( 'li ti n'linui n'^ (,'<r-i'ltf, 
published at New Westminister, thus 
e.xpre.sses himself: 

Itnagine what would be the tffect 
now, if for one century the world was 
utterly deprived of every copy of the 
New Testament! In such a case it 
must necessarily fall bai;k on the 
Church as the only teaclier of the piii'e 
Oospel which wouhitlien exist. Tlie 
innumerable .sect sof of the [)reaent day 
iion.sensically calling theuLselveu, 
"Cliurehes,"which talk so loudly of tho 
Bible as that on which they depeiid in 
contradi.slinction of theCLurch's teach- 
ing, wliich they profe.ssto despise us 
liuman invention, forgot, .md many 
artfully so, that if it had not been for 
the Church, they would not ever have 
possessed the sacred volume itsolf, much 
less the proofs of its inspira-tion. 

It would be a great stretch of ini 
agination certainly to uonceivo of the 
Bible being lest at all, but, winging 
our ilight with this moat nouueusical of 



Churchmen, and "imagining" his sup- 
position, on which Church are we to 
fall back? ]S'"ot the Prolcsant Epis- 
copal Church of England or America. 
Though a trifle supercillious, she does 
not venture to unchurch all other de- 
nominations. Certainly not tlie car- 
ricatuie of Catholici.im evolved from 
the O.xford movement inaugunated by 
Newman, Pusey and Keble, the latest 
boru of all the pretenders to exclusive 
churclimanship. There is no necessity 
for any falling back. So Jong as 
Christian peojile have free access to the 
living words of Scripture, there is no 
inducement to listen to the distorted 
echoes of tbe uninspired dead. 

But let us cull another bouquet from 
the Iu.xuriant growth of Pacific slope 
Anglicanism. Here is one: 

Take the writers of the second cen- 
tury: these had access to all the wri- 
tings of the apostles that sve have and 
probably many more since lost; tliey- 
liad the same Spirit of Ood to enliglil 
en thorn, and besides' this they were 
fatuiliar witli — had at their fingers' ends 
as it were — the Christian doctrine that 
had been orally taught while the New 
Testament was being collected in one 
volume. Can any reasonable individual 
then argue that the works of such men 
as these are not more reliable than tho 
wilil private opinion of men of late 
years who had many jirivate reasons 
too for oonci^alniont ami distortion of 
facts and princi]ilos? 

To be sure, there .are men holding" wild 
private opinions" very difl'orent fnmi 
those entertained by the writer iu the 
Churchman's Gazette which are anything 
but reliable. At the same time, happily 
we are not reduced to the alternativo of 
ohoosiiig between patristic [jaradoxes and 
the "wild |>rivate opiniiuis" of tlie Angli- 
can acribe, ao long us we have tho more 
sure Wiud of propliucy to which we do 
well to take heed. 

In the unpretending, yet most preten- 
tious, little organ before us, then; are a 
number of items original and selected, that 
throw more light on the true inwatdness 
of the fligli Church movement than wo 
are accustomed to in these latitudes, 
but space is precious. Oour readers will 
bear with one more e.xlract, original in 
mure senses than one: 

Nl.NK RbASONS why I AM K PliKSBVrKK- 

lA.s. — .V little tract with this title has re- 
cently been put into our hands. Thoy 
are very good reasons, iirobably, fri>ni a 
Presbyterian point of view. A system 
would be weak indeed that cnuld not ad- 
duce nine reasons for its own exisiencp. 
.•\ Methodist, probably, could reason in 
his own favour with e(|ual success. l'o»- 
aibly Mr. lirigham Voinig has at \mvt 
nine reaaon.sfor being a Mormon. The 
trouble is to know which set of reasons to 
accept, all being equally good from their 
respect ii'u paints of view. We have one 
very good reason to set against them all, 
viz: this:— that Christijinity existed for 
l,oOO years before Presbylerianisin or 
jMothoilisMi or Mormonism were ever 
heard of; and we want more that) nine 
roajiuis to satisfy us that the Christian 
Church in all those centuries was wrong 
and the modem development of Chris- 
tianity, in any one of its 250 various 
fiuwns, right. "No man having drunk 
old wine straightway desiretli the new, 
for ho snith the old is better." 

Why does this fragment of the Chris- 
tian Oliurcll inako itself so ridicuhuis by 
its tinpardouablc assumptions? Uncon- 
scion.sly it occasions inextinguishable 
laughter. The stalwart Protostanism of 
this century can scarcely have patience 
with it. The great boiiy belonging to tbe 
K[iiscopal uommiiiiion were grieveil al its 
perversions off livangelicol truth, and the 
the church of Rome on which it foolishly 
dotes, despisi's its pincliljock popery. The 
age calls Christians of all deiiominationH 
to work for the common Muster, and the 
gfiod of mankind, not to blink like owls 
ill mediieval inoonshin".

It is under the heading of "Privilege," 
and has reference to what Mr. Mowat 
descrihea aa a conspiracy. In the course 
of hi.s remarks he says, "otlicea have 
Ijctiii prorniseil likewise, and tho con- 
spirators declared that in oli'ering the 
ollices for this purpose, in connection 
with the Dominion Qovernment, they 
had the sanction and authority of tho 
Minister of the Interior to do ao. On 
being asked by .Mr. Morris to repeat 
the Htatement, .Mr. Mowat replied, 
"Those cunsiiirutors, in making the.se 
otlors of otlice iu the gift of the Do- 
minion Government, declared that 
they had the authority of the Minister 
of tiie Interior to make suuh offer.s." 
Further on, ho said, "Bunting further 
oflered and uiulertook that the said ISlc 
Kim .should be appointi^d regi.slrar at 
Kegma in the Northwest, with a sal- 
ary of $1,000 a year, that both the 
said Wilkinson and the said Bunting 
assured thcMiid McKini tliat the Do- 
minion M inister of the Interior had 
pledged to them his word tbnt their 
promise of the said oflicf would be car- 
ried out, and the said liuntiiig, on hi.s 
own part, pledged his word to the same 
effect." Further on lie says again, "and 
that further to secure the same jiurpose 
the said Wilkinson uiulertook that tho 
said Balfour .should be appointed liy 
the Dominion 1 loveriHiuuit to a re 
gistrarship at Uegiiui in the North- 
West." Now, lion, gentlemen, all I in- 
tend to do to day is to give these state- 
ments an unqualified denial. To those 
who know me it is scarcely necessary 
that 1 should give it a denial, but the 
ubauriliiy of what is alleguil is stauqied 
on the vfry fa.ce of it. The regi.straraliip 
at Rogina is not vacant, and yot 
two of Mr. .Mowat's supporters are 
said to have been promised tho office 
1 need not .say that I did not authorize 
anything of the kind, and I give the 
wlioUi of the ill legations, as far us I am 
concerned, a most uiuiualilied denial. 
Before sitting down 1 would juat ex- 
press my surprise that one filling the 
office occupied by .Mr. Mowat should 
charge one tilling tho ofiice that I do 
with sucli an otlbnce, without more 
evidence than he lias.

The resolutions 
wero paaaed and bill baaod thereon was 
introduced. Thia aettloment is tho result 
of Sir Alexander Oampbell's visit to the 
province last summer.

Bell stated that maps and reports of 
Sir William Logan had been supprcs-seil 
by Dr. Selwyn, who also, the witnes 
aaid, piratically used portion of them. 
Important reports by Mr. Webster 
and others had also been suppressed by 
Dr. Selwyn. He defied Dr. Selwyn to 
prove that he had ever made one inac- 
curate atiitoiucnt, aa liud been cluirg- 
ed against him by tho directors. He 
stated that tho resignations and' di.s- 
mis.sals during the past ten years were 
owing to the unpleasant relations with 
Dr.Sulwyn. He again claimed that the 
survey was losing ground. 

Dr. T. Sterry Hunt, [gave damagiiigo vi 
dence against Dr. .'ielwyn, who, he said, 
was thoroughly iucompetent, and could 
not even pass examinations in Laval or 
McGill. Tho Survey had deteriorated 
under his management. He spoke 
highly of Dr. G. M. Dawson and F. 
Adams, of Montreal. 

Annexation of SCorv. 

Ruasia'B annexation of Morv continues 
to occupy public attotition on the Conti- 
nent, the Temps observing that "Russia 
owes thia important acquisition entirely 
to hor prestige. It ia just now the faaliion 
in England to amile at Sir Henry Raw- 
liiison's warnings; but the English Cabi- 
net is not losing sight of certain precout- 
ionary moasuros which are dictated by 
tho most ordinary prudence; and Mr. 
Gladstone has announced that tho Sibi 
line is ts be prolonged to Quettah. But 
the Sepoys would have to march 511 
miles from Quettah to auccour Herat, 
while from Merv tho Russian soldiera 
would only have to advance 250 miles to 
possess theinaolvos of tho key of India. 
Morv has been annexed, despite tiort- 
schakt^fi's aolemn promiaoa to England. " 
The Temps does not regard aa particu- 
larly efiicacioua the declaration which the 
Gladstone Cabinet ia reported to have 
made to tho St. Petersburg Government 
to^tho oUect that it regards Herat as lying 
"within ita own sphere of infiuonco." 
The truth is, adds tho French journal 
that England ia paralysed by Egypt and 
the Soudan, and that she has no alterna- 
tive but to put a good face on the mat- 
ter.

Aa usual he 
lauded Canada, and pointed out the groat 
advantage of emigration to the Dominiim, 
where employment was oll'orod to all who 
were willing to work. He aasured his 
hearers that thecomiog snmmer would be 
one of increased prosperity in Canada und 
the demand for labor greater than over 
before. The Baroness Burdett-Coutts 
will at once send fifty poor familioa to 
Canada, where arrangom%nts have been 
made for their suitable location.

Hydrophobia. 



Paris, Feb. 27. — IL Pasteur yesterday 
made an interesting communication to 

the Paris Academy of Science in re- 
lation to canine madness. Hia experi- 
ments have shown him that an injection 
in the region of the skull of the virus 
of rabies always produced the malady 
in an aoule form, but that an injection 
in the veins only occasionally had 
acute results, being often folowed by 
clironin aflection only, without barking 
or ferocity. If a dog wore inoculated 
with fragments of marrow or of nerve 
taken from a mad dog, the disease 
would be communicated. M, Pasteur 
further atated that he had rendered 
twenty dogs proof against the disease by 
inoculating them with other virus than 
the virus of rabies. Fowls and pigeons 
injected with tho latter became infected 
but soon recovered spontaneously.

Ottawa, March 20. -It is expected 
the resolutions proposing better terms 
for Quebec tvill be brought down to- 
morrow. The whole amount of cash 
subsidy to be granted that Provinae 
will amount to $7,600,000, aud the 
Government will also undertake to 
construct another railway from Mon- 
treal to Quebec if the Canadian Pacific 
Syndicate are unable to obtain satisfac- 
tory running arrangements over the 
North Shore road.
